vote of 250,000) at this rate the 
winning candidate would have to 
spend $240,500.

denly becomes no longer Junny 
when you realize that S2<10,500 may 
really be the price of a winning 
campaign—and that the cost ratio 
is the same, win or lose.

Has Dantjerous Implications

Dr. Arthur Pruddcn Coleman re- week, 


signed as assistant professor 
of 


Polish language and literature in 
protest against the university's ac- 
ceptance of a Polish

grant to establish a chair of Polish 
.literature, language and philology 
at Columbia. 


Dr. Coleman contended that the 


new chair would constitute "aca- 
demic infiltration" of communism 
at Columbia. He said that by work- 
ing in the same field with a man 
wno was paid by the undemocratic 
Polish regime, he would feel that 
he was conniving in an intellectual 
"collaboration" like that of the pro- 


»fe.ssors who stayed at their German 


university posts under the Nazis. 


Columbia's new president accept- 
ed the resignation. But he did so 
with reluctance, and with reserva- 
tions which to us seem justiiied 


No one can deny Dr. Coleman 


the right to his sincere convictions 
and his academic freedom. 


But one wonders 
if this edu- 


cator, like some other well-meaning 
Americans, is not borrowing com- 
munistic techniques to fight com- 
munism. 
The Soviet government 
j,lony ago slammed the door on frce- 
* ciom of academic intercourse be- 


tween its own schools and those 
of the outside world. 


We do not know the personal pol- 


itics of Dr. Manfred Kridl, now on 
the Smith College faculty, who was 
chosen to fill the new chair at Col- 
umbia. But Dr. Coleman's objection 
seems to be one of principle ra- 
ther than of personality; we gather 
that he would be unwilling to" serve 
with any professor on the Polish 
government's 
payroll. 


If this were the general attitude, 
!*then American 
higher 
education 


Would be ringing down an iron cur- 
tain of its own. Such an attitude 
would imply that there was no 
common non-political ground where 
Communists and anti-Communists 
could meet, that the two systems 
the academic or the political world. | 


In the Soviet sphere outside the 


Russian borders, 
the arts 
and 


sciences have not been entirely sub- 
jugated to a political formula, as 
they are in the Soviet Union and as 
they wort- in Nazi Germany. 


In that connection it might 
be 


pointed out that nazism in the bo- 
ginnin;; was a matter of free choice, 
while Communist control of the sat- 
ellite countries was swiftly 
and 


fraudulently imposed. 
If slate- 


supported education is to continue 
in those countries, the teachers and 
researchers have little choice 
the matter, 
whatever their 
sonal opinion. 


This is not a pretty state of af- 


fairs, and we hope it is not perma- 
nent. But while it exist:,. 
Dr. 


Coleman's actions raises the ques- 
tion of whether it is better to pre- 
serve some ties of interest and 
understanding 
between thinking 
People who are not unfriendly and 
\\ho do not want war, or whether 
they must end all intellectual com- 
munication as a prelude to conflict.

Into the early hours this -morn-

workers dug into the twisted mass 
of wreckage. They pulled out arms 
and legs and hideous cinders of 
men trapped by the blast that de- 
stroyed .10 buildings of Germany's 
biggest chemical plant.

The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law including an 
annual per capita tax 'of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this Stale over thc ac-o- 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of Ihe qualified electors 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance q£ schools the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, thc amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty 
(GOi days in advance of the 


annual school election a propose:! 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary lo provide for Ihe foregoing 
purposes, together with a rate of 
tax levy sufficient to provide the 
funds therefor, including the rale 
under any continuing levy for thr 
retirement of indebtedness.
